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From the mailbag: “We keep reading - 
about all these changes in the new tax law, 
but we'c'an’t find anything that tells us just 
what changes we can expect in our household 
finances. How can we find out?” . . . 

That’s a question millions of us would 
like answers for and about the best we can do 
is to give you a definite “maybe.” The reason 
is that there are so many new aspects of the 
new law affecting so many things and some 
may affect you and some will not. In general, 
if your means are limited and you have had 
few deductions in the past or have even taken 
the standard deduction, you will probably be 
affected least; and, in fact, you may even find 
your taxes somewhat lower (since the number 
of tax brackets has been cut from 14 down 
to 3, a relatively low 5%, 28°7o and 33%). 

But, if you are a high roller with invest¬ 
ments, many past deductions, a household 
income of more than $40,000 or $25,000 if 
you are single, it’s virtually impossible to give 
you a simple answer. You need a talk with 
your lax man and maybe your attorney, as 
well. Since so many deductions and tax shelters 
are gone, along with the deduction for in¬ 
terest on most all consumer loans, except for 
the house you live in and one summer place, 
you may find some big differences between 
the old days of 1986 and this year. 

Good idea to find out what’s now in and 
what’s now out and then plan the rest of the 
year before something unsuspected sneaks up 
on you. Or as lightning pitcher Satchel Paige 
said, “Don’t look back. Something may be 
gaining on you.”

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Recycling Center 
goes over top at 
record $5450 

How do you get rid of 157.4 tons of news¬ 
papers? By calling the Recycling Center sponsored 
by Sierra Madre Environmental Action Council. 
They generated about $5450 the past year. 

The center is located within the city yards com¬ 
plex just past the cemetery on 611 E. Sierra Mad¬ 
re Blvd. 

During 1986, they recycled 314,710 pounds 
(or 157.4 tons) of newspapers, 140 bins of glass 
and approximately 4318 pounds of aluminum. 

Eighteen turns of three weeks or less allowed 
more civic and youth groups to participate this 
year, therefore, augmenting their own funds. 

The following groups had one or two turns: 
Beautification Committee, Girl Scout Troops 548 
and 670, Boy Scout Troop 373, Skilled Nursing 
Facility, Athletic Association, Job’s Daughters, 
Sierra Madre Swim Team, Sierra Madre Recrea¬ 
tional staff, Kiwanis, Rose Float Association, Civic 
Club, Alverno High United Nations Model and 
S.M.E.A.C. 

The Recycling Center has been at its present 
location since March, 1982. It was developed 
through the cooperation of the city, S.M.E.A.C. 
and other volunteers. The site is on city property 
and was prepared by city work crews. The news¬ 
paper bin was donated by Western Waste. The

In 1953, some citizens of Sierra Madre got 
together and formed a support group known as 
the Friends of the Sierra Madre Library. Their 
stated purpose was to help the library in any 
ways available to them. Over the years, they have 
found some very ingenious ways or fulfilling this 
purpose. 

One of their first ventures was a used book 
sale which, like their other enterprises, began small 
and continued to grow. This year, under the guidance 
of Charlotte Hand and Bill Griffin, it grossed 
$5000. The word is out that the Friends’ book 
sale is one of the best in southern California — 
both for quality of merchandise and for the orga¬ 
nizational expertise with which it is conducted. 

The first art fair was held in 1962. There 
was a handful of artists and it took place in a 
small corner of Memorial Park. Now there are 
often close to 200 artists occupying the entire park 
and the gross sales have grown accordingly. 

Wine tastings were fairly new in this area in 
1969, when the Friends had their first such event. 
Wine tastings are no longer singular, but the 
Friends’ gala affair is special because of the high 
quality and quantity of the vintners participating. 
Last year’s elegant evening was held at the Villa 
at Alverno and 500 tickets were sold. 

All of the Friends’ events are entertaining — 
some even educational — and do much for the 
benefit of the community. However, the direct 
beneficiary is the library. Last year, the Friends 
contributed over $25,000 in goods and monies to 
the library. Then, and in the past, they have pur¬ 
chased such items as furniture, carpeting, shelving, 
audio-visual equipment, microfiche and microfiche 
readers, indoor and outdoor lighting, large prints, 
books, art print, computers and computer soft¬ 
ware. 

They have also contributed to the building
